Background Information on the 
1981-1982 Budget 

As the school district prepares 
its budget for the 1981-1982 school 
year, it is faced with the nearly 
impossible task of keeping the 
budget increase minimal without 
reducing the quality of the instruc- 
tional programs. Maintaining both 
the level of taxation and the level 
of instructional services will be 
extremely difficult in the year 
ahead because of the following fac- 
tors: 

Inflation—The current rate of 
inflation is driving up the costs 
of the materials and supplies need- 
ed to run a school at a rate of 
more than 10% per year. 

Energy Costs—The cost of gaso- 
line and heating oi] is volatile. Be- 
tween FY ’80 and FY ’81, the bud- 
geted fuel and heating oil costs

660, an increase of over 120% Giv- 
en the uncertainty in the Middle 
Bast, it will again be difficult to 
estimate the future costs of energy

Our Current Austerity Budget— 
In the past year, S, A. D. #44 
made several reductions in order 
to keep the budget increase from 

1979-1980 to 1980-1981 as low as 
possible. Three high school teach 
ing positions and two and one half 
elementary teaching positions were 
eliminated; the extra-curricular 
athletic equipment budget was ve- 
duced by 10%; all supply accounts 
were reduced; the secretarial staff 
had their hours reduced; two 
teaching principalships were elit- 
inated; and, one clerical secretary 
position in the central office was 
eliminated. Since these reductions 
in services have already been 
made, further reductions in the 


year ahead will be more difficult, - 


Negotiations—in developing last 
year’s budget, all district employ- 
ees were in the second year of 
two-year negotiated contracts. In 
the coming year, all employees 
will be negotiating new contracts. 
Therefore, the increase in person- 
ne] costs will be uncertain until 
the negotiations are completed. 

Elections—Next year's budget is 
complicated by the fact that the 
coming year is a national and state 
election year. With many candi- 
dates running on platforms of fis- 
eal austerity, it is likely that funds 
from the state and federal level 
may be reduced. A reduction in 
funding to education at either the 
state or federal level will result 
in either increased local funding 
or increased reductions in educa- 
tional services at the local level. 

The net effect of all of these 
factors is: (1) If S.A.D. 44 main- 
tains its current level of education- 
al services, the total budget will 
have to increase by at least 10%, 
and the local share by even more. 
(2) If S. A. D. #44 maintains its 
current budget Jevel, the resultant 
reductions will be distasteful. to 
many community members and 
parents. Furthermore, if the state 
sudsidy to the district decreases, 
the local share may increase des- 
pite the district’s efforts to hold 
down its budget.
